Whilst the College is organized on 
a strictly military basis the cadets 
receive a practical and scientific 
training in subjects essential to a 
Sound modem education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mnthemntlcs, Civil 
Engineering, Surveying, Physics, 
Chemifctry, French and Kngllsh. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
the College is one of the most valu- 
able features of the course, and, In 
addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor ex- 
ercise of all kinds, ensures healtn 
and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions m all branches of th? 
Imperial service and Canadian Per 
manent force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is con- 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the exnmln itions for Dominion Land 
Surveyor t.. be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and hy the régula 
tions of the Law Society of Ontnrio, 
it obtains the same exemptions aB a 
B. A. degree. 

The length of the course Is three 
years, in three terms of *JJ month- 
each. 

The total cost of the course, in 
eluding hoard, uniform, instruction- 
al material, and all extras, is about 
1800. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in May of each year, nt 
the headquarters of the several mili- 
tary districts.

MEET THIS YEAR 



New York, Feb. 16.— I Special to 
.Mctiill Daily)— What is to be one of 
the greatest innovations in many 
years anioim American Universities 
will be the b'ig aero meet in June. 

Hep.uts from leaning Universities of 
the country ^i iw that much interest 
is being taken in this new form of 
Intercollegiate competition. 

Princeton, Dartmouth, Williams, 
University of Virginia, Pennsylvania 
ni. I probably five other institutions 
will compete in the second Intercol- 
legiate Hall. ..m Race, to he held the 
latter part of June. Kansas City 
has been fixed tentatively as the 
place for the contest. 

It is probable that at least ten in- 
stitutions will compete, whereas last 
year only Williams, Dartmouth and 
Pennsylvania bad balloons in the 
race. 

George A. Richardson, President of 
the local Aeronautical < lui». who 
represented the Univertity in the race 
last year with a 35,000 cubic foot 
balloon, will enter this year with an 
SO, 000 cubic foot bag. Provided the 
race starts from Kansas City, liich- 
ardson hopes to break the world's en- 
durance record and distance balloon 
record. Equipped with food supplies, 
be expects to float far into the Cana- 
dian wilds, from where he hopes to 
return as best he can. 

The Kansas City Aero Club has 
made an offer to the Intercollegiate 
Association, which is equivalent to 
a guarantee of complete expense if 
the race is held in its city. The club 
has also promised to supply free gas 
to the contestants. The advantages 
of Kansas City for a race of this 
kind are marked. Not only can the 
best gas in the country he secured 
there, but the geographical condi- 
tions are such as to make practical- 
ly no limit to the end of the race. 
There is a clear field from Kansas 
Oity to Hudson Hay, and, with fa 
vorable atmospheric conditions, it 
seems strongly probable that . the 
world's record may he broken. Hold- 
ing the race in the West would have 
the effect of stimulating interest in 
the sport among western colleges. In 
order no! to conflict with the school 
work, thi' race will probably be held 
ill the latter part of J line , or the 



first of July, which is also the sea- 
son of most favorable winds. 

Invitations have been sent by the 
Aero Club of America, which will in 

.May bold the In t exhibition of 

aeronautics ever !. i nywhere, to 
the collegians to send exhibits. The 
exposition will be held in New V irk 
City, and the University will send 
photographs and models illustrating 
tho development of the science.

COOD PRACTICE 
FOR JOURNALISM

Eminent Authority i m I iter- 
ary Matters Treats Stil - 
ject Analytically 

Dr. Kdward J . Wheeler, Editor Of 

"Current Literature" expresses some 

Unique ideas on the value of College 
\ literary training for successful journ- 
alism. Inasmuch as this article em- 
phasizes the importance of daily 
themes and essay-writing. The crea- 
tive power in literature and its origin 
are discussed: 
He said:— 

"1 do not believe the college is 
making writers. The trouble is they 
are educating in the analytical und 
neglecting the creative. The studio' 
is engaged in analytical comparison 
and criticism. He very seldom has 
any work to do except that which \s 
laid out for him, he doesn't take the 
initiative to find his own fields of 
endeavor, those are found for htm, 

"The creative power is the first 
necessity for the successful writer- 
he must have that Impulse, be must I 

select his field. 

"As far as i am concerned, I got 

more training out of my literary so- 
ciety, my college paper and general 
discussion than I ever got out of the 
class room. Whether that can be 
changed 1 have my doubts. The emi- 
nent literary men who have never 
taken a college course, including 
William Dean HowellS, Richard Wat- 
son (older and Walt Whitman render 
it doubtful. 

"I have three men associated with 

in the editing of Current L'tera- 

tuse, two of whom never went to Col- 
lege, the til rd being U graduate of 
the City College of New York. 

"There are certain things that the 
colleges are making a strong effort 
to teach:— knowledge of good litera- 
ture, and the reason why the other 
kind is condemned— in other words 
the critical faculty is well taken care 
of. I think the Yale method of set- 
ting a brief theme every day is prob- 
ably the best effort I know about to 
remedy this defect and to educate the 
creative side. 

"College diction while usually good 
is apt to fall into an Emersonian 
style of writing; style has changed 
very much in fifteen or twenty years 
us a result of the rapid development 
of Journalism. It bus to be more di- 
rect, nervous, snappy, than it used 
to be because of the difficulty In get 
ting u hearing in n world that is so 
exceedingly busy. The professional 
writer knows the difficulty he Iiub to 
surmount is to attract attention. I 
always feel that the most important 
part of an article for magazine use 
is apt to be the title— I'll spend more 
tune thinking over those than any 
other part of an article. That is the 
last thing usually that the writer 
who is not journalistic. illy traine 1 
thinks of. He assumes that if he 
writes, that anybody who reads it 
docs to because they're specially in 
terested. What we have to do is to 

arouse interest in subjects that peo- 
ple have not been interested in before. 
That's where journalistic skill bus 
to come in. I notice th'it Columbia 

is again on the eve of starting the 
Pulitzer school ,,f journalism they 
have been years at it. I can't under- 
stand why the field of journalism 
isn't just as feasible as a school of 
engineering, certainly the teaching of 
business part of it can be imparted 
by teachers, and general information 
necessary in regard to the world as 
it is today can be given— and 'if some 
way can be devised of throwing B 
student upon his own resources in 
gathering news, and in putting it 
into shape, the problem would be 
practically solved
